While experioQced farmen may look upon 
this "call to arms" as a )>it hysterical and 
class it with the annual report of the ruin of 
poach crops, it should have a good effect. If 
^ e cortt' growers of the conutiy realizd the 
Importance of doing all they can to pre\ ent 
any snch dire calamity aa,ia aaggeeted, the 
coming crops may not be so far below the 
average as the Crop Improvement committee 
now fears.— Times Htar.

onion to go to radical 
lengthii in efforts to 
reform the lobbyists. 
Tke lower boose at 
Frankfort has passed 
a bill requiring that 
all lobbyists exce|)t those representing 
public inititutions must register with the 
Secretary of State specifying what legislation 
they favor or oppose. Within sixty days 
after the legislature adjoorns there most also 
b* filed with the ISeoretaiy of 8ta|e the nmoont 
of mone/^Mnt by aMh oian and to whom it 
was paid. A heavy fine and disbarment as a 
lobbyist is the penalty provided for violation 
of the law. 

It is safe to say that no professional lobbyist 
b'^d anything to do with framing the bill. 
A^§t|^ it may be relied u|)oq that each mem- 
c fraternity used his utmost influence 
^'^iS^feat the meaanre. Oao can imagine a 
eonflrmed lobbyist aigning that the proposed 
law is class l^slation, etc. 

Cvklentiythe K^ntneklans are determined 
to tame those appurtenances of this State capi- 
tol( for there is every prospect that the bill will 
become a law. 8ach a law cannot help but 
bail the deeired effect. 

Had there been such a statute in Ohio last 
spring when the wholesale corruption that 
exiated in the Ohio legislature was discovered 
many men directly responsible for the bribe 
giving might have been pnnished and pre* 
vented from ever again lobbying in Oolorabus. 
A law that merely provides for the giving and 
tufclng of a bribe is in many caHS not tuf- 
tly strong; it cannot take the place of 
ike lobbyist kw. if the Kentacky bill passes 
i^if certain that corroption such as is alleged 
have existed at the Okk> oapitot last year 
a Frankfurt. — Commei tsl

Persumably this now law will end tbo com- 
plaints about snap primaries and crooked con- 
ventions, of whieh agreit ded Lai been heard 
in past years. Tnder the new dispensation 
the '(^ will 1)0 no conv (>ntious and it will not l>e 
po89il)le for snap primaries t<» l»e ordered. 
The political parlies will selecf their tickets 
on the same day everywhere. Repubiieann 
will take no part in making Democratic nomi- 
nations and vice versa. 

There was never much to commend in the 
oonnty mass convention. It Is doubtful if it 
had a single redeeming virtue. There Is no 
doubt that it had a thousand faults and that 
it was fruitful of political ini<]aity. The snap 
primary was almost as bad, though the voter 
sometimes gttt stime sort of a run for his 
money. Whether ho did or did not the renulta 
weie uniformly the name. ^ 

The general primary may not prove to be 
all that its eemest a^vocatei hope for, but 
it will onqnestionebly be a vast imp roveroent 
on past pnetiees. The voter at least will 
have a chance to vote his honest sentiments, 
something that was frequently denied him by 
the '^smooth boys^' who engineered the mass 
conventions and the snap primaries. — Courier 
Journal.
